OommisBioner to Yoriico, 
to raise tbe S'renoh flag and take posx 
BeBBloni of tho oonntry in the namo of 
Napoleon/: will ta^e; the world by sur-. 
priso. The reluctance of Italy to 
disoontinue the war With yiastrinj if 
persistod in, may prove the means 
of bringing down upon Tictor Emraan- 
uel'B heod tho disploasuro of Napo- 
leon, who has made Italy wbut eho 
ia, and who can unmake hor by 
merely raising his finger. Tho object 
. of Austria in coding the coveted tors 
ritory to Franco, is plain. She has 
purchased ih& friendship of Napoleon, 
who, with Tenotia in his grasp, may 
bargain with Italy for tho cxchaugo 
of a piece of Italian territory adjoining 
his own borders. In 1859, Austria 
ceded Lbmbardy to Franco, and 
France exchanged it for Savoy and 
Nioe. By tho cession of Vonetia 
Austria will have nothing to fear on 
the South, and she may now devote 
her entire attention to the North and 
concentrate her foroeE against Prussia. 
But is this a part of the programme 7 
Hav3 Prussia and Italy relied on tho 
active co>operation of Franco in tho 
event of hostilities, while Austria had 
Becnred it before the first blow was 
struck ? In the , event of a gen- 
eral European war, we can readily 
perceive that while Prussia might ex- 
perience much difficnUy in parting with 
the Bbenish Provinces, Austria could 
have none, and that an arrange- 
ment by Von Bismarck to that ef- 
fect would endanger his own safe- 
ty and the throne of his royal 
master, while Austria, not o.wning a 
foot of soil on the banks of theEWne, 
would experience no qualms of oon- 
scienco and have no particular advan- 
tage togaininthe preservation of those 
Gorman States. " The plot thiokena'i" 
indeed. And whore, a few days ago, 
every one felt sure that Prussia, France 
and Italy wore about to crush Austria, 
all are now equally certain tbat.it is 
France and Austria that are about to 
grind Prussia to powder. A'yery few 
days more will develope fiilly the 
policy of Napoleon ; but it would not 
be hazardous to venture the opinion, 
from tho despatches now before us, 
that tho booming cannon of Italy will 
be silenced, and thai; both Von J3ie- 
marck and Victor Emmanuel will be 
proved to have been egrogiously hum» 
bugged by Napoleon.
